ALO ALTO (Cal.) Sept. 29.—In a 
P vert report to the board of 41 

ecto of the Palo Alto Mutual 
Building and Loan Association today, 
J. B. Hassett, the expert. who has 
been auditing the accounts of Mar- 
shal Black as secretary of the cor- 
poration, estimated that Black's 
shortage will be between $106,000 and 
$108,000 and gave the methods by 
which Black had been able to cover 
up his confessed embezziements from 
the company. 

Hassett said that the largest of the 
“loans” was made to a man called 
„Casey on the books. A loan of 
$5000 to “Casey” had been authorized 
by the directors on Black's recom- 
mendation and Black raised 
amount $13,000. Casey. Hassett 
says, is Black himself. In another 
instance Hassett found that Black had 
borrowed $3000 from a Palo Alto 
bank for the association. Hassett 
says this loan should not have been 
made by the bank or/ received by 


Black without the specific authori® 


of the board of directors. 
FICTITIOUS BORROWERS. 


In addition to a fund of 118.000 
known as the “suspense fund“ of the 
association and consisting of money in 
transit, Hassett found loans made by 
Black to “Sims.” Marshall.“ “Hunt- 
ley” and other fictitious borrowers, 
$12,000. Hassett re- 
ports that $1600 in addition 
loaned on bad security, and the expert 
believes $86,000 more was loaned to 
partners of Black in other financial 
transactions. 


“The ‘Casey’ loan,” said Hassett to- 


night, “was authorised as a $6000 one 
and Black increased it $13,000, givi 

as security land he rents to a lymber 
company at Palo Alto. Black had no 


business to borrow and the Palo Alto 


bank which let him have $3000 had 
no right to loan him money without 
regular action by the Palo Alto Mu- 
tual Board.” 


INTRICATE INVESTIGATION. — 


Hessett’s work in finishing the in- 
vestigation will consist of personal 
visits to all the depositors, creditors 
and others doing business with the 
association, and to the County Re- 
corders office at San Jose where he 
must trace a large number of records 
of individual transactions. 

The completed report will be ready 
Wednesday or Thursday in all prob- 
ability, and a copy will be turned over 
to Dist.-Atty. A. M. Free, who expects 
to call the grand jury together imme- 
Giately after getting the evidence. 
“Free says he will institute criminal 
proceedings against Black if the evi- 
dence gathered by Hassett warrants 
that action."

HIGH PRICES IN PRUSSIA. 


(BY CABLE AND A. F. TO THE TIMES.) 

BERLIN, Sept. 29.—Prussia refuses 
to entertain the idea of authorizing 
| the importation of non-European beef 
to relieve the situation caused by the 
scarcity of meat. This would be the 
only effective remedy for the present 
lack of fresh food, according to the 
general tone of the municipal and 
commercial protests sent in to the 
government. 

The Prussian government announces 
however. that it will facilitate the im- 
portation of livestock, fresh beef and 
pork from various regions of Europe, 
tor sale under municipal control of 
prices. It holds out a prospect of a 
reduction of freights and duties to go 
into operation from October 1, thus 
enabling the municipalities to import 
Australian mutton. 

The government's accompanying 
statement declares the cause of the 
searcity and high prices to be tem- 
porary, due to the drought of 1911. 
Ite relief measures, therefore, are al- 
eo temporary and it intimates its in- 
tention to resume later on, its protec- 
tive policy and make the country sup- 
ply its own market. 

The measures proposed are gener- 
elly regarded as utterly ineffective to 
check the widespread agitation.

BANKER TELLS TRADE SECRETS. 


President Elliott Confides in Oo- 
vinans as to How Financial Men 
View the Owner of an Auto. 
COVINA, Sept. 28.—Before the 
membership of the Covina Valley 
Farmers’ Club yesterday at the home 
of Mrs. Frank M. Chapman, Presi- 


dent J. M. Knott of the First Na- 
tional Bank of Los Angeles, stated 
thet bankers did not consider orange 
groves good property to loan money 
on. 

Although the bank president stated 
that the citrus industry brought more 
money into California than any one 
other product, he was obliged to ad- 
mit that the orange or lemon grove 
is not a good risk for the banker. 
Mr. Elliott explained that the citrus 
industry was liAble to be blasted by 
frost; the market might be ruinous 
for several years; the tree might be 
attacked by killing pests. 

“But the most important thing of 
all,” said the banker, “is the fact 
that the orange grove depends al- 
most entirely upon the persona! 
equation. A man may buy an orange 
grove for $3000 an acre, and inside 
of two years bring its valve down to 
much less than that through incom- 
petence in handling.” 

President Elliott stated that while 
the citrus industry brought more 
money into the State than any other 
product, the automobile manufac- 
turers took even more out of the 
State, and that the citrus growers 
were heavy purchasers of automo- 


“Sometimes a man will show a 
banker his tangible assets, and will 
include a high-priced automobile.“ 
said the speaker. The banker does 
not look upon the automobile as an 
asset. It is more properly a lability.” 

President Elliott said that the bank- 
ing laws of the country had been 
made a political football by both t@e 
of the dominant parties, and that if 
people would enact better laws for the 
banker, the interest on money would 
be cheaper.

Are to Be Investigated. 


V ociferous Critic Is Asked to 
Specify Irregularities. 


LONG BEACH, Sept. 29.—The com- 
ing week will see the inauguration of 
a campaign which bids fair to revive 
all the old sores on the liquor ques- 
tion, and fan anew the spirit of fa- 
naticism which the boosters of the city 
ve had been smothered for all 

me. 


For two years there has been in 


which was apparently giving satisfac- 
tion, but a few arrests of alleged vio- 
lation by means of the steol pigeon, 
and disagreements by juries who dis- 
approved of such methods alarmed 
the prohibs“ and straightway they 
an agitation for a return to the 
old blue law regulation, which was 
worked to the limit when Long Beach 
was a village of summer camp-m 4et- 
ing fame. 

As the existing ordinance became a 
law by initiative, so any substitute or 
amendment must be secured by the 
same means. Hence the Federated 
Church Brotherhood had the more 
stringent measure drawn, and circu- 
lating petitions secured 2500 signa- 
tures asking Council to call an elec- 
tion. Certification of the signatures 
reduced the number to 2000, but still 
sufficient to be legal and the Council 
has called an election on the ordi- 
nance to be held October 29. 

In the past few years as Long 
Beach has grown and become a ra: 
city there has been a growing ten- 
dency on the part of its hustlers to 
be more liberal-minded in their atti- 
tude toward their fellow-man and 
while there is an undoubted vast ma- 
jority against the saloon evil there 
is a growing sentiment that the visitor 
to the coast should be allowed the 
privileges he enjoys elsewhere and 
therefore a strong following favor ho- 
tel privileges, the serving of liquor 
with meals at recognized hotels Ike 
the Virginia. Even under the pro- 
posed law people are allowed liquor 
in their own homes, but guests at ho- 
tels do not like this back door method 
of securing their liquors and if denied 
are apt to seek more congenial sur- 
‘ruundings, which undoubtedly would 
mean the closing of one of the recog- 
nized big hotels of the coast. 
| The advocates of the new measure 
themselves are not certain of the wis- 
dom of their action, but having started 
it seem unwilling to even consider a 
revision of the measure which would 
prevent liquor selling, but at the same 
time allow guests of hotels privileges 
accorded them elsewhere. The tem- 
perance people feel that the proposed 
ordinance gives them no middle 
ground and while it will injure the Ho- 
tel Virginia will in reality make mat- 
ters worse. Therefore they can only 
oppose the ordinance, and effect its de- 
teat it they can. 

TO PROBE CHARGE. 

Desiring to probe to the bottom 
charges made by John D. Detlef of No. 
433 Hellman building, Los Angeles,

The charges made by Detlef are 
ridiculed by the members of the West 
Beach Association most of who live on 
the walk and are watching daily pro- 
gress of a work for wnich they have 
labored four years. The total estimate 
of the work and the amount already 
collected and awaiting completion of 
the contract {ts $103,000. The first

An Educational Explorer Finds 
Much of Interest During a Year's 
Visit to the Latin. American Ke- 
publics for the Pan-American 


[Pittsburgh Gazette-Times:] After 
a trip of nearly a year through South 
America. where he visited many of 
the principal universities and educa- 
tional institutions, Dr. Edgar D. Bran- 
don has just returned to Washington. 
During this trip he saw many unique 
and unusual systems of education in 
operation. Many of the nations south 
of us have as modern a system of 
educating their people az we have to- 
day in the United States, while on the 
contrary there are some of the smal- 
ler republics a little backward. But 
there ig a widespread movement that 
seems to take in all of South America 
today and even the smaller republics 
are waking up to the fact that educa- 
tion ia the basis of prosperity in any 
country in the world. 

The trip was undertaken under the 


to that country to make a thorough 
study of all branches of the subject. 
The goctor relates many experiences 
on the trip and some of them are in- 
tensely interesting. 

During the year he wes away Dr. 
Brandon sent a monthly story of hig 
travels to Washington. These stories 
were of such unusual interest they 
were printed each month in the bul- 
letin issued by the Pan-American 
Union.

Rev. C. T. Murphy, rector of St. 
Athanasius Episcopal Church, 
preached the necessity of unity in the 
Lord's work. 

“I believe in Christian unity,” he 
said in part. “I believe the unifica- 
tion ot the followers of the Lord Jesus 
is a matter of essential importance. I 
am convinced that the consolidation 
of the Christian church is both pos- 
sible and necessary. 

“For unity is indispensable to the 
accomplishment of the church's great 
work. The Blessed Master prayer 
for them that believe in Him is that 
they may all be one.“ The work of 
the church is too tremendous and 
pressing to waste time and strength in 
defiominational bickering. The task 
of carrying the light of the Gospel to 
a thousand million souls in heathen 
darkness must be faced; the social 
diseases of Christendom cry out for 
the help that same Gospel alone can 
give. Guerrilla warfare cannot win 
in such a struggle as this. An organ- 
ized Christian army, not a disintegrat- 
ing mob, should follow the banner of 
the Cross to this fight. 

Unity is essential to the * 
of Christianity on earth. at which 
is called among vs by such a name is 
an imperfect, undeveloped, unripe 
thing, ‘till we all attain unto the unity 
of the faith.’

“If the ‘Mark of Cain’ were placed 
upon the forehead of those who have 
deliberately destroyed human life 
there are many people who are much 
in evidence in so-called social circles 
of a city, and who are supposed to 
be highly respectable and honorable 
people, who would be relegated to 
the abode of criminals. 

“People cannot be morally and re- 
ligiously good, and have the approval 
of their God and their conscience. 
and be a blessing to mankind and 
useful in the church, who are guilty 
of destroying human life. even in 
its earlier stages of development. 

“Medicine and surgery are new 
sciences, and many of the principles 
and methods employed have been 
clearly demonstrated to conserve and 
save human life. If even sincere per- 
sons deliberately refuse to utilize 
these -.scientifically demonstrated 
means of cure, and death follows, 
they are as guilty of murder in with- 
holding the life-giving force as if 


they fien and savagely intro- 
duced a ng element. 
Buch people are guilty man- 


slaughter and should be held for 
punishment.- 

“Time is the stuff life is made of; 
and he who squanders the life-giving 
moments of opportunity, and blessing 
jis shortening his own life. 

“No one can be more miserable 
than the person on whose hands time 
languidly hangs. ‘Time killing may 
not be criminal before the law, but 
it is a capital crime against one- 


self.

“As we recall the consternation 


ago and remember the fearful sacri- 
fice of human life, the blasted homes 
and broken hearts, and the weep-

“How can it be anything else? 
Does it even pretend to be anything 
else? Should these human demons 
or irresponsible fanatics who per- 
petrate these vile deeds be encour- 
aged in their mad schemes by public

“Whatever may be the motive of 
these dynamiters, if human life is 
even incidentally destroyed in their 
felonfous undertakings to destroy 
property, they should be classed as 
dangerous anarchists and summarily 
punished as murderous enemies of 
the republic.

CAPITAL PUNISHMENT. 

“In this connection I have been 
asked td answer the question which 
will be on the ballot at the coming 
California election. ‘Should capital 
punishment be abolished?’ 

“There are many well-meaning and 
sincere persons who are zealously 
endeavoring to secure the repeal of 
a wholesome law in our State which 
provides for capital punishment for 
firat-degree offenders. 

“Some people are led to oppose 
capital punishment because they 
think they are moved by more hu- 
mane ideals than others, but in this 
they are controlled by the same im- 
pulses which lead other just as hu- 
mane people to urge the retention 
of the death penalty. 

“There is dangerous sophistry in 
the argument that until social con- 
ditions and governments shall make 
murder impossible, no person should 
be punished for murder. 

“The sophistry lies in the fact 
that every law has needed a severe 
penalty for its enforcement and the 
penalty not only punishes the offena: 
er, but — to increase obedienc. 
to the law.

“Capital punishment rests upon 
the principle that life is the highest 
human right and priyilege. The 
value which governments place upon 
life ig to be estimated by the penalty 
with which life is safeguarded. If 


thing which he can forfeit which is 
commensurate with what he has 


taken is life. 

“Desperate men willingly throw 
away their character, their friends, 
their ideals, their patriotism, their 
religion—but their lives they fight to 
retain. There is nothing so innately 
valuable to man as his life. Hence 
it is a deterrent from criminal ac- 
tions for a man to know that if he 
murder he will die. 

“Most of what has been said about 
the brutalizing influence of capital 
punishment and its tending to in- 
crease crime is wholly gratuitous, and 
is not borne out by the facts. 

“Only five States—Maine, Michi- 
gan, Rhode Island, Wisconsin and 
Kansas—have abolished capital pun- 
ishment, while Colorado and Iowa 
recovered from their spasm of sup- 
posed humaneness, and after trying 
the abolition for a period returned 
to the much more humane Taw of 
capital punishment. — 

“There is no capital punishment in 
Italy, and more persons were found 
guilty of homicide in Italy last year 
than in all Austria, France, Belgium, 
England, Hungary and Germany com- 
bined, according to authorised sta- 


ca 
“The Almighty understood these 
vast economic questions better than 
some erstwhile reformers who have 
arisen among us, who favor the abo- 
lition of the death penalty, and dis- 


parage as savages all who differ 
from them. 
“God said: ‘Whoso sheddeth 


man's blood by man shall his blood 
be shed; for in the image of God 
made He man.’ (Genesis ix:6.) And 
again, God speaking through Moses 
sald (Leviticus xxxiv:17,) He that 
killeth any man shall surely be put 
to death.’ 

“Bome of these reformers attempt 
to argue that because of capital pun- 
ishment murders have steadily in- 
creased in this country, but they are 
historically mistaken. It is the fal- 
ure to inflict the death penalty, and 
the pardons and commutations of 
the death penalty which have de- 
moralized the good effect of the law. 

“Persons in authority have per- 
mitted the plain intent of the law to 
be defeated. 

“Murders are becoming more and 
more frequent in this country, not 
because of capital punishment but 
because the criminals escape punish- 
ment. Capital punishment is a mere 
burlesque of the law in most of the 
States, and that is why murders are 
increasing at such a horrible rate. 
If our statesmen will carefully study 
the operation and enforcement of 
this law in Germany and England 
they will find why it is that America 
presents this ghastly spectacie to the 
world. 

He that killeth any man shall 
surely be put to death,’ should be 
thundered from pulpit and State- 
house, from City Hall to schoolhouse; 
from the marts of trade to the fruit- 
ful ranches. Only the death penalty 


summarily executed will properly 
safeguard human life. 
“There is a morbid, dilettante 


sentimentalism which some people 
are mistaking for sympathy, which 
should not prevail in our Golden 
State.”

If Amer- 
ida is to maintain the lead in the pro- 
duction of cotton and in suppbying the 
world’s markets with the raw ma- 
terial, she must take immediate steps 
to put the grading and marketing of 
the product on a basis differing ma- 
terlally from that at present in vogue. 
SCIENTIFIC GRADING. 


“The Department of Agriculture is 
now beginning work on some of the 
principal questions connected with 
cotton growing, handling, grading and 
marketing, so that we may secure 
uniformity and also be able to help 
the farmer himself, who produces this 
important crop, to realize more upon 
his labor, and in this way help the ul- 
timate consumer. 

“Cotton grading up to the present 
time has not been reduced to anything 
Uke a scientific basis. It is largely a 
matter of human judgment, and hu- 
man judgment is, of course, liable to 
err. One of the first things we shall 
do will be to get at the intrinsi¢ value 
of cotton according to grades. This 
can be done only through careful 
scientific study of the cotton fiber it- 
self, by spinning the fiber into vari- 
ous kinds of cotton yarns and thor- 
oughly testing the product. In this 
Way definite conclusions may be 
reached, based on actual facts, and 
not on mere human judgment.” 

Dr. N. A. Cobb is the scientist who 
will have direct charge of the new 
cotton factory. He has had many 
years experience in the handling of 
cotton.

These cotton grades as now estab- 
lished merely take account of the 
amount of dirt and trash in the cot- 
ton and the color of the fiber. Now, 
there are other important properties 
mot recognized in the official grades 
lust as important as the amount 
of trash and the color. It is a strik- 
ing fact that nobody knows just what 
the average amount of loss ought te 
he in cleaning up cotton. Of course, 
it will be much greater for the low 
grades, but just how much nobody 
knows. It is easy to account for this. 
In the first place there have been no 
universally recognized cotton gradea 
in this country, so there was little 
encouragement for anyone to find 
out what the loss from any grade 
should be. In the second place, dif- 
ferent mills work in such different 
ways that it would be difficult for 
any private agency to conduct such 
a seri of investigations. The na- 


tonal vernment is the agency best 


qualified and equipped for such in- 


vestigations. Its interests are the 


interests of the whole country—not 
any one section of it; and the result 
of such investigations must be of 
general benefit to all branches of the 


cotton q 
“Some mill heave a fair 
idea of how seats eae there should 


be, but no one has ever yet serious- 
waste

what we propose to do. Te introduce 


different official grades of cotton 
through a series of years, with the 
object of showing what percentage 
ot good spinnable cotton should nor- 
mally exist in each of these grades. 
When these facts are obtained they 
will be of great value to all branches 
of the industry and will finally re- 
sult in fixing the difference in price 
for different grades of cotton. 

“All of our work up to the pres- 
ent has been done in co-operation 
With factories and textile schools. We 
intend to continue this co-operation, 
as it is recognized these agencies are 
the best that can be employed. While 
the factories are the only possible 
source of certain classes of informa- 
tion, they are not so satisfactory for 
other kinds. The view of cotton that 
prevaiis in the factory is entirely 
different from that which prevails in 
the trade or on the plantation, and 
it frequently happens that from the 
owner and \superintendent down there 
is scarcely a person in a factory wha 
has ever seen cotton growing, or one 
who has any idea of plantation preb- 


lems. 
TEXTILE SCHOOLS. 

“The textile schools present an- 
other kind of difficulty. They are 
supported by the manufacturer, and 
the point of view is that of the man- 
ufacturers. One of the principal ob- 
jects of the textile school is to turn 
out employees of a high class. Our 
schools of this class are among the 
best in the world, but it can hardly 
be expected that there is much more 
appreciation of problems of produc- 
tion than in an ordinary mill. Add 
to this that the experiments have to 
be carried out largely with the ald of 
student labor, and we have a set of 
conditions that leaves room for im- 
provement. The principals and pro- 
fessors in the textile schools all frank- 
ly admit that conditions are not ideal 
for investigation work,. 

“We expect to handle other prob- 
lems with the aid of the spinning 
machinery. There has been little ef- 
fort made in most parts of the, cot- 
ton belt to separate good cotton from 
poor cotton. This can be done just 
as well with cotton as with fruit or 
any other product. The producer 
will suffer just as much in the prica 
he gets by putting poor cotton in 
with good cotton As the fruit grow- 
er will lose by marketing poor fruit 
mixed with good fruit. The question 
is a broad one, and it is impossible 
to say just how much advantage 
there will be in the more skillful 
handling of cotton from the time it 
is ripe to the time it is baled. But 
there is no doubt it will be more 
than enough to repay all the cost. 
What is most needed is to get at 
the details by means of carefully 
conducted experiments. 

PROBLEM OF ROOT-ROT. | 

“To illustrate what I mean. Every 
year there are thousands of acres 
of cotton in Texas which@uffer from 
what is called root-rot—e serious 
disease of the cotton plant. This 
root-rot cotton rs in patches of a 
few uare feet up to several acres. 
As the cotton is at present handled 
this root-rot cotton is picked and put 
in with that of the rest of the field. 
This cotton is really inferior—much 
more so than the cotton growers 
themselves appear to think. It has 
been found by our experts that the 
root-rot cotton grades lower, has 
more waste, and produces a weaker 
and inferior yarn, and all these dif- 
ferences are sufficiently great to jus- 
tify an attempt to handle and mar- 
ket such cotton separately. and not 
run it in with cotton that is su- 
perior and so reduce the grade of the 
whole. 

“It is proposed during the coming 
season to continue these txperiments 
and to extend them so as to take in 
a greater variety of conditions. The 
cotton will not only be ginned, but 
will also be spun, as it is very diffi- 
cult and often impossible to give a 
final judgment on the quality of any 
sample of cotton until it has been 
converted into yarn.” 


“STEAD HOSTELS.” 


A National Association Will Estab- 
lish a Series of Homes for Women 
As a Memorial. 

[Christian Science Monitor:] “Row- 
ton-houses, that is lodging-houses 
for men, are very well known in Lon- 
don. Some German visitors have only 
recently expressed their admiration 
of the system, says a contributor to 
the Monitor. There is, however, 
nothing on so large a scale for women 
and girls, and it has been proposed 
to found such clubs or lodging-houses 
as a memorial to W. T. Stead. The 
subject was one of very great interest 
to him; and at his own home he once 
held a meeting to discuss its pos- 
sibilities. His ideas have now been 
made concrete in “The National 
Association of Women's Lodging- 
houses.“ By this association it is 
proposed to raise an international mé- 
mortal fund, which wil be available 
for founding lodging-houses for wom- 
en, to be called the “Stead Hostels.“ 
It is intended that the funds raised 
in each country should be avallable, 
t¢ desired, for establishing there the 
most suitable kind of home, which 
would be placed under the super- 
vision of some existing organization. 
This proposal has the approval of a 
large number of influential men and 
women, and office accommodation and 
secretarial work have been promised.

Six Deaths Result from the 
Feud of Two Families. 


Beautiful Lena Sneed and 
Her Rival Admirers.

AMARILLO (Ter) Sept. 17.—In

This feud, be said to have 


had its beginni about ten years ago 
when Al Boyce and Beal Sneed were 
students at the Southwestern Univer- 
sity at Georgetown. Attending the 
same institution during that period 
was Lena Snyder, the daughter * 14 
well-to-do family of Central T 

The two young men were rivals for 
the love of the girl and in this contest 
for her affections ghe seemed unable 
to know her own mind as to which 
of the two men she loved the more. 
In the later days of their college 
career, however, young Boyce seemed 
to outdistance his rival in winning the 
love of Miss Snyder. After he left 


college the Boyce family moved to 


Amarillo arid this left an open road 
for young Snead to earnestly apply his 
attentions to Miss Snyder. Sneed was 
at that time employed in a,bank at 
Georgetown. The courtship finally re- 
sulted in their marriage. They lived 
at Georgetown for a few years, their 
first child Lena, belng born there. 

In the light of later events it ts 
known that Mrs. Sneed and Al Boyce 
began to have clandestine meetings 
late in 1910. They finally grew bolder 
and many people in Amarillo became 
aware of the situation. Often when 
Sneed was out of town Boyce would 
go to his home. It was on July 23, 
1911, that Mrs. Sneed went to the 
aged ther of Al Boyce and told her 
all. ‘The aged woman was borrified 
over the story. She begged the wom- 
an to give up her son and remain true 
to her marriage vows. This Mrs. 
Sneed finally agreed to do. As a 
means of bringing about a separation 
between Boyce and Mrs. Sneed the 
former was sent to another part of 
the State, but his stay was short. He 
returned to Amarillo tn September ot 
last year. 

THE REVELATION. 

On the night of October 13, 1911, 
Mrs. Sneed went to her husband and 
told him that she loved Al Boyce. 
Sneed was crazed with this revelation 
and, grasping a revolver from a draw- 
er, he attempted to kill his wife, hie 
plan being to then kill himself. Just 
as he was in the act, their oldest child 
rushed into the room and for love of 
her the heartbroken man put the 
pistol aside. Out into the night went 
Sneed and it was not until the next 
morning that he returned to his home, 
calmed. He showed no sign of anger 
toward his wife. He firmly believed 
she was insane, and in order that she 


might receive proper treatment he 


took her to a sanatorium at Arlington 
Heights, near Ft. Worth. The second 
week after her entrance to the sana- 
torilum Mrs. Sneed wrote her hus- 
band that she had just come to a re- 
alization of the enormity of her of- 
fence and was going to make up to 
him for it. It afterwards proved that 
this letter was a masterplece of de- 
ception. On the same day she wrote 
to her husband she wrote a letter to 
Al Boyce, saving: 

“For God's sake, come and take me 
out of this place.“ 4 

THE ESCAPE. 

Following this appeal Boyce went 
to Ft. Worth and it chanced that on 
the same day he arrived there Mr. 
Sneed also visited the town for the 
purpose of removing his wife from the 
sanatorium. By means of bribing one 
of the nurses in the institution Boyce 
brought about the escape of the wom- 
an and the couple took a night train 
for the North. They first went to 
St. Louis; from there to Omaha. 
Sneed was informed of the elopement 
shortly after it occurred and he was 
soon hot on the trail of the couple. 
He employed detectives and scattered 
broadcast circulars bearing photo- 
graphs of Mrs. Sneed and Boyce. Word 
reached Boyce in Omaha that Sneed 
was close behind them and he and the 
woman fled to Chicago, thence to 
Winnipeg, Canada. On December 26, 
1911, they were arrested by the Can- 
adian police and as soon as the news 
of their apprehension reached Sneed 
he started for Winnipeg. When he 
reached the Canadian line he was in- 
formed by the authorities that he 
would not be permitted to enter 
country armed and that under no cir- 
cumstances would any violence be 
tolerated on his part towards the man 
who, had eloped with his wife. Sneed 
did not meet Boyce in Winnipeg, but 
his wife was turned over to him and 
he brought her to the home of his 
sister, Mrs. John H. Pace, at Clovis, 


‘ve M. 


It was while she was at the Pace 
home that Mrs. Sneed received a let- 
ter from Capt. A. G. Boyce, the 
father of her lover, in which he told 
her that if she would “stand hitched 
the Boyces would stand hitched.” This 
waa equivalent to the father of young 
Boyce sanctioning their attachment. 
It was this sentence in Capt. Boyce’s 


letter that caused the woman's bus- 
band to later take his life. 
Indictments were returned to Ft. 
Worth against Al Boyce on the 
charges of abduction and kidnaping. 
Through the efforts of his father these 
indictments were dismissed on Janu- 
ary 18, 1912. The matter of bringing 
about a Federal indictment charging 
him with white sleve trafficking was 


tion with this prospective indictment 
that Capt. Boyce went to Ft. Worth 
to consult with the Federal District 
Attorney, W. H. Atwell 

Sneed was in Ft. Worth at that 
time and was greatly wrought up over 
the prospect of Boyce being entirely 
freed of the charges he had brought 
against him. It was the night follow- 
ing the dismissal of the indictments 
that Sneed entered the lobby of the 
Metropolitan Hotel, where Capt. 
Boyce was sitting. As soon as he 
caught sight of the old man he drew 
an automatic pistol and began firing. 
He planted several bullets in Boyce’s 
body and when assured that he was 
dead Sneed walked from the lobby 
and was arrested upon the street. He 
was indicted and on February 24 the 
jury reported its inability to agree 
and was discharged. The second trial

A LION’S SPEED. 
The Great Cat Can Run One Hun- 


dred Yards in Seven Seconds Aft- 


er He Gets to Going. 

{American Magazine: ] To the man 
not temperamentally qualified, lion 
shooting is dangerous enough, writes 
Stewart Edward White. The lion, 
when he takes the offensive, intends 
to get his antagonist. Having made 


up bis mind to that, he charges home, 


generally at great speed. The reali- 
zation that it is the man’s life or the 
beast’s is disconcerting. Also the 
chargifig lion is a spectacle much 
more awe-inspiring in reality than the 
most vivid imagination can predict. 
He looks very large, very determined, 
and has uttered certain rumbling, 
blood-curdling threats as to what he 
is going to do about it. It suddenly 
1s most undesirable to allow that 

lio to come any closer—not even an 
inch. A hasty, nervous shot misses— 
An unwounded Hon, charging from 
a distance, is said to start rather 
slowly, and to increase his pace only 
as he closes. Personally, I have nev- 
er been charged by an unwounded 
beast; but I can testify that the 
wounded animal comes very kast. 
Cunninghame puts the rate at about 
seven seconds to the hundred yards. 
Certainly I should say that a man 
charged from fifty yards or so would 


have little chance for a second shot, 
provided he missed the first. A hit 
seemed, in my experiénce, to check 
the animal, by sheer force of impact, 
long enough to permit me to throw 
in another cartridge. A lioness thus 
took four frontal bullets starting at 
about sixty yards. An initial miss 
would probably have rmitted her 
to close. 

Here, as can be seen, is a great 
source of danger to a flurried or nerv- 
ous deginner. He does not want that 
lion to get an inch nearer; he fires 
at too long a range; misses, and is 
killed or mauled before he can re- 
load. This happened precisely so to 
two young friends of MacMillan. They 
were armed with double rifies, let 
them off hastily as the beast started 
at them from 200 yards, and never 
got another chance. If they had pos- 
sessed the experience to have waited 
until the lion had come within fifty 
yards they would have had the al- 
most certainty of four barrels at close 
range. Though I have seen a lion 
missed clean well inside those limits. 

From such rformances are s- 
called lion accidents built. During 
my stay in Africal heard of six white 
men heing killed by lions, and a num- 
ber of others mauled. As far as pos- 
sible I tried to determine the facts 
of each case. In every instance the 
‘trouble followed either foolishness. or 
loss of nerve. I believe I should be 
quite safe in saying that from iden- 
tically the same circumstances any of 
the good lion men—Tarleton, Lord 
Delamere, the Hills and others— 
would have extricated themselves un- 
harmed. 

This does not mean that accidents 
mee not happen. Rifles jam—but gen- 
erally because of flurried manipula- 
tion — one may unexpecte meet 
the lion at too close quarters: a foot 
may slip, or a cartridge prove de- 
fective. So may one fall downstairs, 
or bump one’s head in the dark. Suf- 
ficient forethought and alertness and 
readiness would go far in either case 
to prevent bad. results. | 


[Dallas News:] The Bridgeport 
(Ct.) Post, commenting on the Lew- 
son-Keedy report on English pro- 
cedure, declares with evident pride 
that none of their recommendations 
pare entirely foreign to Connecticut 
procedure. Objections to indictments, 
it says, are rarely ever made in Con- 
necticut. The examination of jurors 
on their voir dire is nearly always 
limited to the asking of questions in- 
tended merely to show incompetency 
or bias. Accused ne unable to 
employ counsel are furnished lega! 
assistance, both In the Superior Court 
and (by a recent act) in the Court of 
Common Pleas. 

It has been many years, we are 
told, since the Supreme Court granted 
a new trial on a technicality. In 
many cases prosecuting attorneys fol- 
low the English rule of non-partisan- 
ship and make only impartial pres- 
entations of the evidence to the jury. 
The fee system of compensating 
prosecuting attorneys does not prevail 
in the case of the higher prosecuting 
officers, though, unfortunately, it is 
still recognized as a means of com- 
pment prosecutors in the minor 
co 


In recent years there has been less 
of a tendency among the lawyers, we 
are also told, to inject error into the 
record, and more of a disposition to 
confine their endeavors to disproxving 
gullt. Finally the goal to which Con- 
necticut is steadily moving la the in- 
vestment of the trial judge with larger 
powers in the conduct of trials, as is 
the practice in England. We are glad 
to have the truth of these statements 
eonfirmed by a member of the New 
Haven bar, who says there is now 
very little cause of complaint with 
Connecticut criminal justice. . 

“Mistrials and the discharge of 
criminals notably guilty on technical 
grounds is,” our informant says, al- 
most, if not quite, unknown to our 
experience. ‘Appeals to our court of 
last resort in criminal cases are com- 
paratively few, and convictions are 
never reversed except for very grave 
reasons.“ 

Our informant attributes much of 
this happy condition in Connecticut 
to the fact that the judges and 
prosecuting attorneys are not elective, 
the latter being appointed by the 
judges of the Superior Court, and are 
usually retained in office until they 
are promoted to the bench or until 
they retire from practice. A second 
reason advanced for the satisfactory 
conditions described above is the ab- 
sence of a penal code or code of 
procedure. The entire body of penal 
law and procedure in Connecticut is 
embodied in eighty pages of only 458 
sections. Connecticut is to be con- 
gratulated on this showing, and other 
States might well follow her example.

Missourt’s Single Tax Pian. 

The proposition to graft upon the 
State constitution of Missouri a 
single tax amendment has aroused 
the land owners of the State, and a 
bitter campaign is promised. A few 
days ago a convention composed of 
representatives from all parts of the 
State met in . Louis and adopted 
plans for raising a fund of $50,000 
to carry on the warfare against the 
single tax movement. The meeting 
was strong evidence that the farmers 
of the State are thoroughly aroused 
and intend to put up the fight of 
their lives to defeat the amendments 
so badly that they will drop out of 
sight forever in Missouri. And 
only this, it was repeated in and 
again that the adoption of the initia- 
tive and referendum amendments to 
the constitution in 1908 was a set-up 
job, intended as an opening wedge 


tor the single tax. and that the i ritia- 


tive and referendum will be attacked 
at the next session of the Legislature 
and its head scotched, or plans adop- 
ted looking to this end. 

It is declared that the single taxers 
have already spent $50,090 in the 
State and are preparing to spend as 
much more for the promotion of the 
movement. The money so used is 
said to come from the Joseph Fels 
Fund of America. 


Kansas a Bread Producer. 

Kansas will this year contribute to 
the bread eaters of the world 
6,400,000,000 loaves. The wheat 
raised there this year, when made up 
into bread, will furnish enough one- 
pound loaves to girdle the earth at 
the equator thirty-two times, if the 
loaves were placed in line with their 
ends touching. That would be a 
band of white bread over ten feet 
wide around the waist of mother 
earth. ; 

The United States army allows one 
loaf of bread per day for a soldier on 
duty. The Kansas wheat crop now 
being harvested would feed 17,537,- 
000 soldiers one year. 

If the billions of loaves were sold 
at & cents a loaf the sum of 3320, 
000,000 would be rung up on the cash 
register of the dealer. At first hand 
the Kansas farmers will receive in 
the neighborhood of $85,000,000 for

Immediately after the report had 
been received here a party of men in- 
terested in oll left for the Carrizo 
Plain country, in which the well being 
Grilled by the Cedar Spring Company 
is situated, and upon their return they 
stated that indications pointed to the 
discovery of light, greenish oil of a 
high grade. The well, which is within 
one-half mile of the San Juan River, 
ie 1550 feet in depth and work on it 
has nin p since last winter.

The elevation of the plain is from 
2000 to 2500 feet. The Carrizo Plain 
district includes the region southwest 
‘of Palo Prieta Pass as far as the 
southeast corner of township 28, 
south range 18, east, and the region 
southwest of the crest of the Diablo 
Range, southeast, or from the same 
corner. The Carrizo and Elkhorn 
Plains, the northeastern flank of the 
Caliente Mountains, and the fringe of 
hilis along the southwestern edge of 
the Carrizo Plain are embraced in the 
territory. 

The preliminary report by Ralph 
Arnold and Harry R. Johnson on the 
McKittrick-Sunset ofl region, issued 
by the United States Geological Sur- 
vey, says: “A very hasty reconnais- 
sance of the hilis southwest of the 
Carrizo Plain as far south as Painted 
Rock ranch, in section 30, township 
$1, south, range 20, east, discloses evi- 
dence of petroleum at only one point. 
This is in the northern part of section 
23, and the southern part of section 
14, township 29 south range 17 east, 
where an ofl sand outcrops at the base 
of the Santa Margharita formation. 
The sand here was not over ten feet 
thick, consisted of coarse quartz grains, 
and showed a tendency toward con- 
eretionary structure. It immediately 
overlies the Monterey shale, which 
outcrops in the axis of an anticline 
passing through the locality men- 
tioned. This occurrence of of] sand 
indicates that petroleum in small 
amounts occurs at the base of the 
Santa Hargharita formation, through- 
out at least a portion of the Carrizo 
Plain region, north of the southern 
part of township 29 south range 18 
east.”

The report further states: “It is 
not thought probable that deposits of 
economic importance will be encoun- 
tered in this region, as the structural 


conditions are more or less unfavor- 


able, owing to the numerous faults 
that affect the formations adjacent 
to the plain. No other indications of 
petroleum were found on the south- 
western flanks of Temblor Range 
north of an east-west line through the 
mouth of San Diego Canyon. Nu- 
merous indications of petroleum are 
found in the Vaqueros and overlying 
formations southeast of San Diego 
Canyon, along the fianks of the 
Temblor Range, and it appears high- 
ly proba that commercial deposits 
of petroleum occur at many places 
along the anticlines in this region.” 

The conclusions veached dy the 
euthors of the preliminary report are 
as follows: “Bearing in mind these 
favorable indications, it appears prob 
able that wells sunk through the over- 
lying Monterey shale and tapping the 
Vaqueros sandstone at advantageous 
localities will yield petroleum. As 
the petroleum produced by the shal- 
low holes so far sunk, is particularly 
good, ranging as high as 28 Baume, it 
seems probable that oil wherever ob- 
tained from the Vaqueros will be ex- 
cellent. As the conditions here men- 
tioned as favorable continue practi- 
cally uninterrupted along the range 
as far southeast as the region back 
of Sunset, it seems likely that pro- 
epecting in favorable localities in the 
Carrizo Plain district should secure 
positive results. Owing to the complex 
folding and accompanying 
which affects this region, even to a 
greater extent than the northeastern 
Hank of the range, (etailed examina- 
tions of any particular area should 
be made before predictions are at- 
tempted.

What was once the parior, on the 
left, is now the employment office, 
bare of everything but a chair or two, 
a board table, and telephone desk in 
the front window. 

Across the hall is the office for the 
dispensing of clothing. In here, the 
air was and wholesome, al- 
though the room was crammed full of 
second-hand wearing apparel. There 
were cases full of shoes, all neatly 
mended; a long line of men’s coats on 
separate hangers; women's sweaters, 
skirts, and waists of all hues and 


millions of hats. There were old 
trimmed hats for women and girl 
silk beavers, velvets and straws of 
every conceivable shape; derbies and 
straw sallors for men; and span clean 
new leghorns by literal dozens, fresh 
from the millinery stores. These hats 
were of a style passe, however, and 
consequently not desired by either 
rich or poor, regardless of the fact 
that all things are given gratis. 

Let us be clad in rags, but let us 
not appear in a hat of smaller-sized 
crown than fashion decrees! 

At the back of the house I was 
shown another room full of clothing 
and magazines—a sort of combined 
haberdashery and library, so to speak. 
Old hats, old magazines, and pine box 
kindlings are the three thifigs of 
which the Associated Charities anjoys 
an embarrassment of riches. . 

There was still another ro@m out in 
the yard filled with clothing. This 
was the fumigating room, in which 
everything is put through a sulphur 
treatment before being ready for dis- 
tribution. 

I then went out into the wood yard, 
where the ground was springy under- 
foot with clean, fragrant bark and 
fiber. Here were stacked the rough 
logs of juniper and mesquite just 
ship in from Arizona, at the rate 
of $8 a cord, for which the association 
does not have to return payment un- 
til the cut wood has been sold at re- 


At the rear end of the lot were the 
bunk houses in which the men work- 
ing in the yards are furnished with a 
sleeping place. These quarters are 
crude, but well-lighted and scien- 
tifically ventilated, and in winter 
heated with wood stoves. 

The purpose of this industrial 
home and wood yard is to determine 
the\character of the men applying to 
the Associated Charities for help. One 
man can be accommodated with a bed 
and his dinner and breakfast for 
about 7 cents apiece for his meals, 
and if he refuses after that (> pay for 
the accommodations in work, he is 
promptly blacklisted and refused 
further help. Such a man is clearly 
a vagrant, and comes under the juris- 
diction of the police. 

It is a matter of record that no man 
working temporarily at the industrial 
home has failed to be supplied with 
regular remunerative employment. 
The fact of his doing his work well 
there secures him a recommendation 
from the Associated Charities, which 
is of much value when he applies 
elsewhere for a job. 

In winter, when the need is great- 
est, from nine to fifteen men a day 
are. accommodated, some of them 
staying overnight only, others remain- 
ing a week before work is found for 
them. From 1000 to 1800 meala are 
served per month. A cook is em- 
ployed at small wages, and his aasist- 
ant is some man who would otherwise 
be working in the yard. Good sub- 
stantial food is supplied. 

For a long time previous to the es- 
tablishment of the industrial home, 
the secretary of the Associated Chari- 
ties felt a strong need for such a place 
for the trying out of men. Four 
years ago he went to work to meet 
the situation. And he has “made 
good it. This year the wood yard 
—<distinct from the industrial home 
in its financia] management—has' cost 
$1750, and has paid in $1940. 

The wood, cut to stove lengths, is 
retailed at the lowest market price at 
all seasons to whomever will buy; but 
the industry is not patronized as it 
ought to be. The wood is delivered, 
| free of extra ‘charge, in a small wagon 
used by the association for collecting 
— This wagon is numbered 
The foreman at the yard has re- 
cently t in word that some persons 
are now going about the city with 
other wagons, making collections in 
the name of the Associated Chasties. 
The public is hereby warned that the 
association has no authorized collec- 
tor out at present. Anyone claiming

Many good and square 
matches were pulled off, but it got 
into the hands of the gamblers and 
then the faking began. 

It ran along about three years be- 
fore the public got onto it that the 
matches were fixed. and put the ban 
on the game. 

Most of those mon left this part of 
the country, and the game was car- 
ried along by the amateurs of the 
Olympic Club, and to this day is a 
favorite pastime with many. 

STUDIED OLD-TIMERS. 

Dan McLeod was a student of that 
bunch and gradually 
worked his way to the championship, 
which title he won from Farmer 
Burns. Later, he met and defeated 
the world’s champion, Gotch. They 
wrestled on a countr, read for over 
two hours and Dan won. Gotch was 
taken to the hospital, where they were 
busy for two weeks picking the ein- 
ders out of his body. 

This same McLeod has traveled. to 
Australia, all over this country and 
Canada and met all comers, and never 
had his reputation questioned for 
faking. Dan has always wrestied on 
the square and always tried to win. 
McLeod stands today the cleverest 
wrestler in the world, bar none. But 
he is meeting a much younger man 
in Jack novan, and a man 
also met 77 05 and many other noted 
wrestiers of this country. 

Both Donovan and McLeod are in 
the best possible condition. Dan has 
been training at the L.A.A.C. for the 
past month and has taken off about 
fifteen pounds in weight.
